zled to make out its meaning. For even 
whan tha Uffbt breaks tkroagh the 
(^louJri. at Interval!*, it ?oon ^oes o\it. 
aii-l darkness hides it, as the nit^ht the 
day. leaving ua to g ro»a agalB. 

TlU!» ii* the (jiiestion of questions. *tlll 
unanswered to the s-atisfaetion of 
thuuijhtfal men: and which, unanswer 
ed, will always be the atronghold of 
roi'pticism. I pity the one who can 
approach such a to]'. i- lijjhtly. or ati 
swer, carelaaaly, the burning query 
that, at tbia monant, ta wraeklng the 
faith of tbonsand^ within the cluuvh'it 
fold; Md oonttrmlng the unbelief tf 
myrlodawko aiaad wlthooa, ood will 

not enter til! their doiibtr* are, in mean 
ure. at least, tn)lved. Whoever can 
throw the lea!f>t authoritative light on 
this ilark subject, is a benefactor of his 
race. I would fain be helpful to luy 
fellows, and. moved by thi^t de!«ire. I 
will tell as plainly I can, what hat> 
hel|>ed me. un«|K-ak.^bly. since first 
the clue to the mystery ilawtu d on 
me, in reading my Bible: and what now 
frowa dearar aad elaorer, with every 
thoujfht on the clouded subject. 

Let me, tiret. state the issue between 
the contending parties, as impartiallv 
as I can. Both have honest grievances 
to be respected. Personally, 1 am, 
heartily, on the believing side of the 
cootroTersy. I am a christian— an old 
fashioned one— by steadfast and joyous 
conviction: and I beliero io tho BIMa 
"from cover to cover*" 

But, Just for that reaaoa. if for no 
other, I have no right to evade the 
plain questions, sceptic* ask, as is ao 
persistently done. Tha Blbla requires 
me, in «et terms, to "tri^'c a reason for 
the hope that is in me. and it docs not 
lessen ray responsibility, ono whit, that 
the questions are asked by open cavil- 
lers, so long as they are queries that 
ought to bo answered, la tha la t araa n 
of Truth. 

For example, it is perfectly fhir, in 
tliciii. toa«k. vvhcthci- the l.ible really 
teaches that a Uoly God is respoosible, 
by ooamaod or pemlssioa, for tho rob- 
bery of the I'frypt'.an.-, the slaufrhter 
of the Canaan ilea — old and youoi;: the 
cruel mutilatioB of dumb brutes: and 
the drowninsr of a world full of His 
creatures— sinf jl and innocent — in one 
wild, indiscriminate deluge of His 
wrath. Either the Bible leaches these 
horrors as emanating from a sovereign 
God. or it doc- tiot. If it does, we ouirht 
not to evade the confession of the facts, 
l>ut should glory in then, howerer 
mystei-iour. as the rik.'htcou» action- of a 
good God: and not preserve a suspicious 
silence on the sahjeot, when brtNuibed 
by others. If. on the other hand, the 
iiible does not teach thus, we ought to 
repudiate these acu with loathing and 
disgust: deny them as slanders against 
our God: and, on all oocasioos, try to 
convince others that the Lord is too 
good to do such things. SileaoOi in ei- 
ther case, Is criminal. For whether 
••yea" or "nay" be true, a!! can -ce 
that the cause of sound morality; of 
right and wrong: of truth and error, is 
im-xtricahly bound \'.\> in the answer. 
If <i(>d be not respt^in.'iiijle for these 
dreadful atrocities, then, it is fully in- 
oumbeut on us, to explain, in some co- 
herent way. as best we can, the reaaon 
why .Scripture asserts, in the plainest, 
and, most unequiTocal wayi that the 
Lord did do all these dreadful things, 
with others, of like character, too nu- 
merous to mention. All of which are 
t>o diabolically bod, that apart fron the 
mention of God's name as tlie Author 
or |)ermissive cauae of them; taken as 
simple actions, having a nwiral charac- 
ter, we should without a moment'.t hes- 
itation, brand them as infamous, cruel, 
fiendish and abominably bud. It i.- vain 
to "set the battle In array," and aita< 
easily captured outworks, while tiii:< 
unas^ailed stronghold of unlieli' f af 
fords a safe shelter for the whole brood 
of soeptlcism, eall them Agnostic, 

Atheist, Deist, Ratloaaliet mh$^ you 

will. 

A;1 iiVi- not a!ik.'. I am ir'.ad to think. 
Some, and not a few, will weluonie any 
way of escape from the **VaIley of 
Achor." if only It Is a fairly rea.-«onable 
• door of hope. " Others there are, I 
grieve to think, who only care to "make 
poinu" against a hated christian faith. 
To these, this |)aper will do no good. 
TliKi heart U bad: and what can one (^o 
with organic heart diseased U Is faul, 
sooner or later, and quite beyond the 
reach of medication to etTect a cure. 

Some, unjustly "lump" all sceptics 
under ono eategory: disniseing all, to 
tfciher. as ••intidels. " on the down 
grade, to hell. The writer has seen 
enough of his fellov-aoa, darlag a 
lou;.' life and ministry, to enable him to 
discriminate between "the things that 
ditier," and to ' separate," in measure, 
"tho firoeious from tha vUa." Aad this

ha kaows, that aMoy astaaoMd "Ortho- 
dox betloTars." are really 'laedels," 

atid it^norant of (JihI. in hi« tniem char- 
acter; while many called • intidels. "are 
oaly uabelievers in a God, manufactured 
by man: and are believers in aGod,who 
cjmes nearer the reality, though not 
found in < )rlho.lo\ creeds and .Symbols. 
This paper is written, especially for 
aoeh, with a depth of sympatay that I 
can tlnd no wonN to express: and I beg 
them to believe that I can fully enter 
into their dKBeuItlea, staeo I have felt 

them all myself, in time past, though, 
now. happily delivered by the means I 
am ttljout to indicate. I can recognize 
the validity of their perplexltles.while 
yet bellevlntr there Is aa honest way 
out of them. 

This then, is an hoaest effort, howev- 
er feeble and unsatisfactory it nay 
seem to some, lo irrappl ' with the cen- 
tral difficulty that tries many upright 
souls so sorely. It essays to aaswar 

lho*e oft-asked b'.it seldomed answered 
questions that so seriously impea<'h the 
character of the Blessed God, and 
which It is criminal to ignore, or lazily 
put away with the easily repealed but 
misplaced Scripture: '•What we know 
not now. we shall know hereafter." 

In trying to settle so Important aa«i 
far reaching: a subject. It behoove- us to 
reel one way, cautiously, along the line 
of known fhets, and aot get loM in a 

j.injjle of s|)cc,ilativc tanci<'-. liowever 
attractive and da/./lini.' ihcy may b..-. 

1 think that the root ditliculty, in es- 
timating the form of the Bible, arises 
from the assumption mat the Scriptures 
as we have them are in the best possi- 
ble sha)>e: and that shape the one se- 
lected by infinite wisdom, as best, in 
iiiakinjr conuii.mi.-iition with niati. for 
man's goods: and perfectly approveii by 
( iod. their Author. Certaialy this as- 

s.iitiption. reco^'ni cd a* trui- by the 
defenders of the IJibie. farnishc- the 
vulaeraMe point of attack by sceptics, 
in all ages. But for this fatal admls- 
Mon. nine-tenths of the books publish- 
ed i>y aa laOdal press would ha wasu 
paper. 

I thiak it can be shown that this as 

sumption is thoroughly unwarranted, 
and. moreover, thoroughly dishonoring 
to the Blessed God. If this can be maue 
clear, it will help us, wonderfully, in 
disentangling the complications that, 
like an almost iinp-'iKmatilc ..mli-r 
growth, hinder the right understand- 
ing of the Bible. 

We may, fairly, oroailae, a^ axiomat- 
ic, in pursuing this ^ao of thought, 
that^"Ood la Nature," la axaetly the 

same as - tiod in Grace:" Iwcause. txv 
Ing '•Jehovah, Ue changes not." aa He 
deolares.
